CHARTER. 


ARTICLEI. The name, style, and title of the corporation shall 
be ‘‘ The Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions of the Re- 
formed Church in the United States.” 

ARTICLE II. Its object shall be to inaugurate and perpetuate 
Christian missions in foreign lands, and among the Indians in our 
own country, in accordance with the doctrines, customs, and usages 
of the Reformed Church in the United States, and under the direc- 
tion of the General Synod thereof. 

ARTICLE III. Its chief place of business shali be in the city of 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, but other places for the transaction of 
business. may at any time be designated by the General Synod of 
the aforesaid Church. 

ARTICLE IV. The existence of the corporation shall be per- 
petual. 

ARTICLE V. The names and residences of the subscribers are 
as follows: Rev. David Van Horne, D. D., Philadelphia, Pa.; Rev. 
Charles H. Leinbach, D. D., near Myerstown, Pa.; Rev. Thomas 
S. Johnston, D. D., Lebanon, Pa.; Rudolph F. Kelker, Harrisburg, 
Pa.; William H. Seibert, Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. 
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ARTICLE VI. The board of commissioners who shall conduct 
the operations of the corporation shall consist of twelve members, 
eight of whom shall be ministers, and four of whom shall be elders, 
who shall be elected by the General Synod. The names and res- 
idences of the said board of commissioners for the year ending with 
the month of May, Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-one, are as follows: Rev. David Van Horne, D. D., Phila- 
delphia, Pa.; Rev. Charles H. Leinbach, D. D., near Myerstown, 
Pa.; Rev. ThomasS.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Board at its first meeting after the regular sessions of the 
General Synod shall proceed to organize by the election of officers, 
viz: a President, Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer, who 
shall serve until the next regular meeting of the General Synod. 


‘ARTICLE II, 


At all meetings of the Board the President, or, in" his absence, 
the Vice-President, or, in the absence of both, a member apppointed 
by the Board for that purpose, shall preside. The President in the 
discharge of the duties of his office shall be governed by the rules 
of order adopted by the General Synod. He shall also prepare a 
report of the transactions of the Board during his term of office, 
which, after approval by the same, shall be presented to the General 
Synod at its next general session. 


ARTICLE III. 


The Vice-President, in the absence or inability of the President , 
Shall perform all the duties pertaining to that ottice. 


ARTICLE IV. 


It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep an accurate record 
of all the proceedings of the Board; notify all the members of the 
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time and place of all regular and special meetings; conduct cor- 
respondence with the Missionaries, and promptly communicate 
to the Executive Committee such information in relation to the 
mission work as will be necessary to its successful prosecution. He 
shall also, in all cases, give to the missionaries such instructions 
and explanations as the board may direct, and shall explicitly in- 
form them that in no case they are to depart therefrom. He shall 
also audit the accounts of outgoing, returning or discharged foreign 
inissionaries before the final settlements of the same, and all bills 
for incidental expenses before they are presented to the Treasurer 
for payment. And he shall certify to the Treasurer all moneys 
granted, or expenditures authorized in pursuance of the action of 
the Board. He shall also record a statement of all the property of 
the Board and of any conveyance thereof, or other proceedings 
touching the same. He shall be allowed a compensation, at the 
discretion of the Board, sufficient to cover the necessary expenses 
incurred in the prosecution of his work. At the expiration of his 
term of office he shall deliver up to his successor all the archives, 
records, books, and papers then in his hands belonging to the cor- 
poration. 


ARTICLE V. 


The Treasurer shall keep proper books of accounts, showing all 
receipts and disbursements, and all other financial affairs connected 
with the treasury of this Board. Before entering upon the duties 
of his office he shall execute a bond for $5,000 as security, which 
shall be approved by the Executive Committee, and placed in the 
custody of the Secretary. He shall, under the advice of the Execu- 
tive Committee, keep all the uninvested moneys of the Board on 
deposit in some safe bank or banks, in the name of the Board sub- 
ject to the order of its Treasurer. He shall honor all orders of the 
Board or Executive Committee, drawn on the Treasurer, signed 
by the President, and countersigned by the Secretary, and shall 
pay all drafts and furnish letters of credit or bills of exchange for 
the support of foreign missions, within the several appropriations 
made by the Board or Executive Committee. He shall be subject 
to the directions of the Executive Committee and of the Board in 
respect to all investments, loans, and other financial affairs of the 
Board. He shall report the state of the funds, and whenever re- 
quired exhibit his books, vouchers, and securities at any meetings 
of the Board or Executive Committee. THe shall have the custody 
of the seal of the Board, and affix the same to such instruments of 
writing as the Board or Executive Committee shall direct, and 
when real estate shall be conveyed he shall make the conveyance 
and affix the seal to the deeds of the same. At the close of his 
term he shall prepare an itemized statement of all moneys received 
and disbursed by him, which shall be audited and approved by the 
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Board and presented to the General Synod, and deliver up to his 
successor in office all the books, papers, moneys, and effects of every 
description belonging to the corporation, then remaining in his 
hands. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The Executive Committee shall consist of the officers of the 
Board, and an additional member thereof, who shall be chosen by 
the Board at its first regular meeting after the session of the General 
Synod. It shall have the general oversight of all the work of foreign 
missions. When impracticable to secure a meeting of the Board 
it shall be endued with all the powers of the same to meet any 
emergency which may oceur, and which requires immediate action, 
in which case it may appropriate such moneys as may be necessary 
for the purchase or preservation of property, or relief of the mis- 
sionaries, or for incidental expenses. It shall hold quarterly meet- 
ings, viz: Second Tuesday in June, September, December, and 
March. Three shall be a quorum for the transaction of business. 
The President and Secretary of the Board shall be the President 
and Secretary of the Committee. 


ARTICLE VII. 


The regular meetings of the Board shall be held as follows: The 
Second Tuesday in June succeeding each session of the General 
Synod, and the First Tuesday in May preceding each session of the 
same, and at such other time as the Board may appoint. Special 
meetings of the Board may be called at any time by the Executive 
Committee, on two weeks notice to all members; seven of whom 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Any vacancy occuring by death, resignation, or otherwise may 
be filled by the Board, at any regular meeting, provided that the 
members ‘so elected be ministers or elders in good and regular 
standing in the Reformed Church of the United States, and in all 
cases such election shall be for the unexpired term.

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ARTICLE X. 

The Board shall not alter or amend the provisions of this Con- 
stitution except at a regular meeting thereof, nor at the same meet- 
at which such alteration or amendment may be proposed, nor unless 
two thirds of the members present shall vote for the same.

LEGACY OF MONEY.

Board. 

DEVISE OF REAL ESTATE. 


2. I give and devise unto the Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions of the Reformed Church in the United States, incorporated 
at Harrisburg, Pa., April 25, 1881, (here describe the property or 
ground-rent,) together with the appurtenances in fee simple. 

By act of Assembly 26th April, 1855, a devise or bequest to 
charitable use is void, unless the same be done by will, attested by 
two credible and disinterested witnesses at least thirty days be- 
fore the decease of the testator. 


REPORT TO GENERAL SYNOD. 


SECOND TRIENNIAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 
FOR FOREIGN MISSIONS OF THE REFORMED CHURCH IN THE 
UNITED STATES. 

FaTHeRs AND BreTHREN: As members of the Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions, we present you with 
this, our Second Triennial Report. During the past three 
years we have labored to awaken the interest of the Church 
in the cause, and we have also sent forth a second missionary 
family to Tokio, Japan. Grateful to the Head of the Church 
for the favors we have enjoyed from His hand, and thankful, 
also, for the aid of the Church in cur important work, we 
come to you for fresh counsel and necessary direction for the 
future. 

In order that we may have before us a comprehensive view 
of our situation as a denomination in relation to foreign. mis- 
sion work, let us note the few facts of our history. A Board 
of Foreign Missions was first organized by the Synod of the 
United States, at its sessions in Lancaster, Pa.,in 1838. Rev. 
D. Willers was the first president; Rev. Elias Heiner, vice 
president; Rev. B. C. Wolf, corresponding secretary, and 
Rev. John Cares, recording secretary; and John J. Mayer 
treasurer. It is stated that over eight hundred dollars were 
contributed to this cause during the first year, and in 1845 
the amount. was one thousand five hundred and sixty-eight 
dollars, and for sixteen years previous to our withdrawal from 
the American Board, in 1865, the contributions amounted to 
over twenty-five thousand six hundred and eighty-six dollars. 
During this time our Church codperated with the American 
Board in the support of Rev. B. Schneider, D. D.,in Ain-Tab, 
Syria. After this the Church, in some measure, united with 
the German Evangelical Missionary Society in the support of 
Rev. Oscar Lohr, in Bisrampoor, India. 

The Church, without founding a mission of its own, continued 
its Board, which finally, on April 15,1873, met in Harrisburg, 
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and selected Japan as a suitable fieid for future operations. 
Active measures were not adopted, however, until the Board, 
elected in 1878, met at Harrisburg on September 30 of that 
year, and appointed Rev. Ambrose D. Gring missionary to 
Japan. He was ordained and commissioned at Easton, Oc- 
tober 25, and, with his wife, sailed from San Francisco in May, 
1879, reaching Yokohama the following month. The mission 
dwelling-house in Tokio was purchased for about $4,000, and 
occupied in June, 1880, where they still reside. 

As soon as the way was open the Board took steps to send 
out another missionary; and, after giving notice in the Church 
papers, a meeting was held at Harrisburg in May, 1883, at 
which Rev. J. P. Moore was elected to the position. <A fare- 
well meeting with Missionary Moore and his wife was held in 
Salem Reformed church, Harrisburg, July 18, and on Sep- 
tember 4 they sailed from San Francisco, arriving safely in 
Tokio in due time, where they are now diligently engaged in 
learning the Japanese language, preparatory to their service 
as missionaries. 

From letters reeently received from the two missionaries 
and their wives, we learn that they are all devotedly attached 
to the work to which they have consecrated their lives, and 
they unitedly ask that other laborers be sent forth into the 
harvest. For some time past, a school has been maintained 
near the bridge named Nihon-Bashi, under the direction of the 
senior missionary, where native youths are instructed, and 
where it was thought preaching services could be held, but it 
is not now regarded as a place adapted to any extended work 
in the future. The senior missionary has lately published an 
edition of the Heidelberg Catechism in the colloquial Japanese, 
which, he hopes, will be of great. advantage in the future work. 
He is also desirous of publishing a manual and dictionary of 
the language which, he believes, will reduce the time needed 
for the learning of the language from three years to two, thus 
affording great relief to those who may enter upon the mission 
work hereafter. 

The missionaries all agree that it would be well for our Church 
to send forth two additional lady missionaries at no distant 
day, with a view of establishing a school for Japanese girls 
and young women. For this purpose it is thought that a 
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school-building should be erected in Tsukiji, which, it is be- 
lieved, might be accomplished for $800 or a $1,000. The lady 
teachers could reside in the building and thus have full over- 
sight of all its operations. The question of expense may serve 
to remind us of the fact that all the labor of sending out these 
two families, and of maintaining them there, hitherto has been 
performed almost gratuitously. But it is evident that if the 
work is to be continued and extended there will be need of 
having a secretary who can give his entire time to the discharge 
of the duties of his office, corresponding with the missionaries 
in the field, and also with the various societies and organiza- 
tions in the congregations throughout the whole Church, and 
also visiting them with a view of presenting the claims of the 
cause, as the way may be opened before him. And thus it be- 
comes evident that the foreign mission cause will demand in- 
creased support from year to year if it is to be maintained 
creditably, and in a manner proper for a Church composed of 
upwards of one hundred and thirty-three thousand communi- 
cants. Only by greatly enlarged contributions can we fulfill 
the Master’s command: “ Go into all the world and preach my 
Gospel to every creature.” Churches, as well as individuals, 
will have to give an account of their stewardship, and we must 
all bear our part in the blessed work of evangelizing the world. 

It gives us pleasure to report the following intelligence, for- 
warded by the Rev. J. P. Moore, in a letter dated April 8, 
1884: “ I have no doubt that you, with us, will greatly rejoice 
and bless God that we have prospect of soon organizing a Re- 
formed congregation in Japan. Brother Gring expects to 
baptize from six to eight persons on the last Sunday of this 
month, and there are at least five who desire to unite with us 
by letter.” 

It is further stated that the Sunday-school, held at the school- 
room, near the bridge. Nihon-Bashi, has twenty-four scholars 
in attendance, and Mrs. Moore has lately taken a young Jap- 
anese girl into her house to educate and train her up in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord; and it is reported that 
one of our churches at home will contribute one hundred dol- 
lars per year for the support of one or more native girls to be 
educated in the Christian faith. For the encouragement of 
the brethren in the foreign field, the board, at its late meeting, 
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took action permitting them to enter into fraternal relations 
with the * Union @hurch of Christ in Japan,” a body made up 
of the missions of the American and Scotch Presbyteran 
churches, and of the Reformed Church of America in that land. 
By thus uniting with these sister Churches in practical work 
our two missionaries will not be left in that solitude which is 
so depressing to many laborers in distant countries, and will 
be the better enabled to do their specific work. 

Mention should here be made of the death of our esteemed 
and beloved brother, Rev. Charles,H. Leinbach, D. D., vice 
president of the board, which took place on July 15, 1883. 
This brother always manifested a deep interest in the work of 
the board, attending the meetings of the board, even when in 
feeble health, and seconding all the judicious efforts» which 
have been made to secure for our Church a representation in 
the foreign field. And now that he has departed from us may 
the Lord graciously raise up some one to fill his place in this 
important service! We have continued our contributions to 
the support of Rev. J. Hauser, as missionary among the In- 
dians in Wisconsin, and we hope that this branch of the work 
will not be overlooked in the future. 

According to the terms of our charter four ministers and 
two elders should be elected by your reverend body to serve 
in the board for six years. We hope that you will hold suit- 
able anniversary services for the cause of foreign missions 
during your present sessions. In looking over the work of 
the past six years we find abundant room for encouragement 
for the future. We now have two missionary families in the 
field. We own an excellent missionary residence in Tokio, and 
we have, we hope, a share in the spirit and enthusiasm which 
should be characteristic of the Church at home. There is en- 
couragement in the fact that the contributions during the last 
six years have replenished the treasury to such an extent that 
it has been with us, as with the widow of Zarapheth, ‘‘ whose 
barrel of meal wasted not, neither did the cruse of oil fail, ac- 
cording to the word of the Lord.” The $5,296 with which we 
began active operations six years ago, have not yet been reduced 
one half, though the missionaries have been sent forth and 
maintained. Finally, we ask the views of the Synod regarding 
the publishing interests undertaken by the senior missionary,

Action of General Synod upon the Reports of the President 
and Treasurer of the Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions. 


The following report was adopted by the General Synod at its 
late meeting at Baltimore, Md., May, 1884. 

Your Committee on Foreign Missions respectfully begs leave 
to present their report. 

They have had referred to them two papers, viz—The reports 
of the President and Treasurer of the Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions of the Reformed Church in the United 
States, which were adopted by the Board, and presented by them 
to the General Synod as their triennial report. 

From these we glean the following gratifying information in 
reference to our mission work in Japan for the last three years. 

Rev. Ambrose D. Gring has acquired such knowledge of the 
language as enables him to preach the Gospel, and to give cate- 
chetical instruction, and conduct devotional services among the 
natives in their own tongue. He has published an edition of the 
Heidelberg Catechism in the Japanese Colloquial, and is about 
completing a Manual or Dictionary which he claims will lessen 
the time of all students in acquiring the language by at least one 
year. This work will be of immense advantage to all newly ap- 
pointed missionaries in the future. He desires pecuniary assist- 
ance from the Board in his publishing enterprises, especially in 
reference to the publishing of the catechism in the Colloquial, 
that he may be enabled to furnish it to the masses at a low figure. 

As the first fruits of our mission the Missionary reports that he 
expects to baptize and confirm eight converts on April 27th, and 
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receive five by letter, which will enable him to organize our first 
congregation in Japan. In May, 1883, Rev. Jairus P. Moore 
was elected and commissioned as a missionary to Japan. He and 
his wife landed in due time, and are now engaged in the study of 
the language, and such mission work as they can perform. The 
two missionary families are working harmoniously, and both pub- 
licly and privately, with cheering success. The church has been 
very fortunate in her selection both of the field and the laborers, 
and the Divine approval is manifest to all. 

From the Treasurer’s report we learn that there is a balance 
in the treasury of $3,280 07, and invested funds amounting to 
$1,709 83. It is worthy of remark that the funds have flowed 
into the treasury as they were needed, and have been ample to 
meet all our obligations. The mission, by action of the Board, has 
been allowed to form an alliance with other missions for practical 
Church work, which will be of great advantage to it, and not in 
any way affect its denominational status. The work among the 
Winnebago Indians under the care of the Sheboygan Classis, is 
represented as being hopeful, and the missionary, Rev. J. Hauser, 
is encouraged. 

The Board requests the counsel and advice of the General 
Synod upon the following items: 

1. In reference to the publishing interests undertaken by the 
senior missionary. 

2. The expediency of erecting suitable buildings for church and 
school purposes. 

3. The sending out of two lady missionaries and an additional 
missionary family. 
The following action is proposed by your committee : 

feesolved, ‘That we hereby record our gratitude to Almighty God, 
the great Head of the church, that He has so signally blessed and 
aided our missionaries in establishing our mission in Japan. 

Resolved, That the work of Rey. A. D. Gring in preparing and 
publishing the Heidelberg Catechism in the Japanese colloquial, 
and also a Manual or Dictionary of the language is hereby ap- 
proved, and the Board be authorized to supply the pecuniary 
assistance he requires to complete his work. 

Resolved, ‘That we heartily approve of the aggressive movements 
of the Board, and urge it to go forward in the erection of all suitable 
buildings for church and school purposes in the foreign field.

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Resolved, That the Board take measures to obtain and send out two 
ladies and another missionary family, and to re-inforce our missions 
as soon as in the providence of God, the way may be opened. 

Resolved, That the Board be authorized to make earnest efforts 
to secure a more perfect organization throughout the church, so 
that all our members may be enlisted and become co-workers in 
the work of foreign missions. 

Resolved, That the Board furnish the church with the informa- 
tion received from Japan, through the papers and periodicals of 
the church, or in any other way it may see proper, and that it be 
directed to send annual reports to all the District Synods. 

Resolved, That we enjoin upon all the Synods, Classes, Consist- 
ories, and congregations of the whole church, to remember the cause 
. of foreign missions in their prayers and offerings and that earnest 
efforts be made throughout the whole church, during the next three 
years, to greatly increase our contributions for that purpose.
